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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants arguments have been considered 
but are not convincing. The applicant argues that Boyd teaches using two condititions to determine whether to display a single piece of 
content but does not teach displaying a first portion of content according to a first rule and preventing the display of a second piece of 
content according to a second rule. However, Boyd specifically states in Col 7, lines 7 through 57 that the device has the ability to display a 
plurality of advertisements which constitutes a content. Thus the first portion of content that is displayed is one advertisement and the 
second portion of content that is prevented from being displayed is a second advertisement. This intepretation is consistent with the claims 
since the content of the applicants specification does not support a single advertisement in which some portions of the ad are displayed and 
some portions are not displayed. The applicant argues that Boyd does not teach a negative condition or a contition that when detected 
prevents the display of content. However, Boyd does teach conditions that when detected prevents the display of content in Col 1 3, lines 
22-28. If it is not the winter months the ad is prevented from eing displayed. The applicant argues that Boyd does not teach determining a 
monetary charge based on the content displayed and a value associated with the satisfied rules which trigger the display of the content. 
However, Boyd teach in Col 8, lines 46-51 that a value such as the strength of the match and the fees generated by the display are used to 
determine which ads are displayed. Thus a monetary charge (fees generated) is determined based upon a value associeted with the 
satisfied rules and the number of advertisements that make up the content that is displayed. The applicant argues that Boyd does not 
discloses determining a fee dynamically for each display of the content. However, the applicant is reminded that the content consists of a 
plurality of ads, thus when the ads to display are determined based upon the strength of match and fees generated for each ad that makes 
up the content and the total fee for the content is the combined fees from each ad used to make up the displayed content. Thus Boyd 
discloses each limitation of the claim as currently written.. 
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
